5uildlng  were  to  have  been  well  un- 
derway      sunn  and  the  Student  Union 
Building  to  have  bee-n  completed  by 
now. 

"2.  That  the  development  of  two  cam- 
pi1  si  at  this  stage  of  the  college's 
development  is  both  stupid  and  extr- 
avagant. One  does  not  need  much  more 
than  the  average  college  student's 
Intelligence  to  realize  what  havoc 
will  be  caused  next  year  when  the 
library  and  most  labs  are  out  at 
Cordon  Heed  and  most  classroms  are 
down  hero.   Similarly  it  must  hrve 
been  realized  that  it  is  cheaper  to 
add  two  stories  to  the  Paul  Build- 
ing (a  purpose  for  which  it  was  built) 
than  to  build  a  new  building  at  Gor- 
don Head.
